a branch line to the nen quay. Administrative buildings and 
streets are under construction along the Bay of Kopli* Three 
anti-aircraft batteries (4 x 80-85inm each) have been installed 
on the peninsula* A green light which flashes every four seconds 
has been installed on the northeast point#

These construc- 
tions, covering an area of one square kilometer, are of 
concrete and iron and are reported with certainty to be 
underground;: they may be munitions depots or Y-woapon 
launching ramps. Rails go down obliquely into a tunnel 
oriented toward the northwest#

a* Rooslepa - Dirhami (northwest tip of Estonia) c A coast battery of 
‘ '2 X laCfeam in casemates has been installed between the two 

villages, 1*5 km north of Rooslepa. Two stone barracks are 
located behind it, one of ^vhich is at present occupied by 
about 90 artillerymen# The surroiuiding woods have been cut*

b. Yormsi i(Ts 1 and (between Haapsalu and lEiumaa) t According to the 

reports of fishermen, there are two batteries of two pieces 
each on the northern part of the island, opposite the villages 
of Saksby and Kfirrslati. Their caliber is not known;; their 
rang© is about 17 kms* (See Attachment D, Sketch No. 2*) 

0 . RohuiaM (southwest of Haapsalu) t There is active rail traffic, 

consisting of construction materials, toward this small port* 

. Access to the region has been under surveillance since sumroer 
1948. There are no coastal batteries between Rohukulaand 
Haapsalu. 

d. Virtsu (opposite lluhu island, nori±ieast of Saaremaa )2 This is a 
small port serving traffic 7rith the islands. . Access is 
authorized only with a pass. Southwest of the tovm is a 
battery of 2 x ISOrarn without turrets. The crdw of about 
oO men is quartered nearby. According to the local popula- 
tion, there may be a battery on the "|^outheast point of l&xhu 
Island, south of the village of Yoikula. (See Attachment D, 

Sketch No. 3.) 

6. 'Bleet at Tallinn t miy small units are in the roadstead at Tallinn. 

According to local inhabitants, the fleet has been on maneuvers, 
especially in the southern Baltic, since the end of August 1948. 

Identified in the ports two submarines, a flotilla of torpedo boats, 
and one large German vessel of the ^’Nurnberg” lieav;^^ cruiser class (sic). 

The last-named vessel is vindergoing transf o nnation at p resent and is 
destined to become a naval training ship. G omriie iib ; The 25X1 A 

"Nurnberg” itself was previously reported to be at Tallinn. ) ^ 

7. Leningrad: New eQnnretjB construction and rails and 

mobile^cTanes are being Identified in the military port: 

three fast German patrol boats (vedettes) of type S-13.
